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DETAILED ACTION 



Applicants ' Arguments 

Applicants' arguments in Paper No. 13, filed 06 November 2002, have been fully 
considered but they are not deemed to be persuasive for the reasons set forth below. Rejections 
and/or objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The 
following rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the 
complete set presently being applied to the instant application. 
Claims Under Examination 

Claims herein under examination are claims 40-43, 45, and 51. 



The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. § 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 



Factors to be considered in determining whether a disclosure would require undue 
experimentation have been summarized in Ex parte Forman . 230 U.S.P.Q. 546 (B.P.A.L 1986) 
and reiterated by the Court of Appeals in In re Wands , 8 U.S.P.Q. 2d 1400 at 1404 (C.A.F.C. 
1988). The factors to be considered in determining whether undue experimentation is required 
include: (1) the quantity of experimentation necessary, (2) the amount or direction presented, (3) 
the presence or absence of working examples, (4) the nature of the invention, (5) the state of the 
prior art, (6) the relative skill of those in the art, (7) the predictability or unpredictability of the 
art, and (8) the breadth of the claims. The Board also stated that although the level of skill in 
molecular biology is high, the results of experiments in genetic engineering are unpredictable. 



Claims Rejected Under 35 U.S.C. § 112 1 st Paragraph 
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While all of these factors are considered, a sufficient amount for a prima facie case are discussed 
below. 

Scope Of Enablement 

Claims 40-43, 45, and 51 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for fingerprint implementation for a morphological value, 
does not reasonably provide enablement for the derivation of a morphological value by any other 
means. The specification does not enable any person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or 
with which it is most nearly connected, to use the invention commensurate in scope with these 
claims. It is acknowledged that the specification states the broad concept that 'The 
morphological value can include one or any combination of characteristics such as ..." as in 
instant claim 40 (lines 15-20). However, the specification fails to provide for other means by 
which to derive a morphological value, for example, "cell count and optical density" to derive a 
morphological value (instant claim 40, lines 9-20). The claims are not limited to a fingerprint 
implementation for a morphological value derived from combinations of cell attributes. The 
specification teaches only a fingerprint as a value for these combinations. Although not 
represented in instant claims the "degrees of presence of said morphological values" is by 
arranging/assigning resulting measurement into a string of numbers and reduced to a pseudo- 
nucleic acid sequence such arrangement/assignment is not represented in the in claims (page 45, 
lines 18-23 of the Specification). No other methods of deriving such a value are disclosed. 
None appear to have been known in the art. No guidance, direction, or examples are provided 
such that one of ordinary skill in the art would have known practice to use the claimed invention.
